Sautter et al discloses a CNC controlled apparatus for shaping wire (18) 
into wire products having a motor means (first CNC controllable servomotor 26 and toothed belt

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transmission 28; See col. 2, line 56) for forcibly feeding a linear material (wire 18) having two 
pairs of feeding rollers (intake rollers 24) for feeding the wire (18) to a spring forming stage 
(wire shaping station 14), a revolving means (See FIG 1, circular arrow) for revolving the 
feeding rollers (intake rollers 24) about the axis of the linear material (wire, 18) to twist the wire 
(18) fed out of the leading end of the quill (wire guide 48) thereby changing the circumferential 
position, or angular position of the wire (18) relative to the spring forming stage (wire shaping 
station 14) (See FIG. 1), a multiplicity of spring forming tools (winding tools 88, 90 and a 
bending tool 92) are arranged radially on the spring forming stage (wire shaping station 14) and 
are movable to and from the linear material (wire 18) in a direction substantially perpendicular to 
the axis of the wire (18) (See col. 4, line 12) and are adapted to be advanced to abut against a 
wire (18) (See FIG. 2 and col. 4, line 17), a switching ring (130) and slide bushing (132) that act 
as a moving means for the quill (wire guide 48) to move the quill in an axial direction of the wire 
(18) (See FIG. 3). 



Claims 2-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
